Of tho 
lr*» as reported by tiia victims, most 
of It was tram damage by water, while 
the fire did but little harm to cither 
the building or Its contents. 


Fire wan discovered shortly before 


6 o'clock last night In the

building on Xorlh PitUburg street, 
which 13 occupied by

Star restaurant. Bishop &

proprietors, and '.V. n. Scott's grocery. 
When discovered, smoko.*ns Issuing 
from the upper windows of the build-

promptly to ad alarm turned In from 
Bo.t 124, out for nearly 20 minutes 
the Bremen cculd not locate tho bingo

exes with freedom.

The flre -if pnrtmtmt fought like tho 


demoralised body It wns. One ot tho 
first moves was to knock a holo In 
the wall of Scott's store and run a' 
hose through It, although no fire could 
be discovered. Then tho firemen be- 
gan working tti tho room nbovo, but 
yet failed to find tin- blaze. After tho 
firemen hud scaled the walls of Ilia 
building and reached tho roof, which 
Is two stories high, ono floor lower 
thtm tho corner building, the names 
were found. 
A holt! wag knocked In 


the roof and from (bin great volumes 
of smoke belched forth. This wns fol- 
lowed by the flames, but several well 
directed blasts of 
water 
quenched 


these. 


Although (be fire could have easily 


beon extinguished by using but the 
one line of hose, In (he 
excitement 


tome firemen and bystanders hooked 
up another line and worked from the 
Psaen street si-Jo of tho. building. 
There was no flro at all on this aide, 
unless It could hnvo been under tho 
roof, but In spite of this stones and 
bricks were hurled at a second story 
window and a flood of water poured 
Into the cnrpot room, which was not 
even filled with smoke. Great dam- 
ago was done by this stream of water.

The sheriff's appeal to the court 
brought the ruling that the county was 
under no obligation to pay the sher- 
iff a sum that would make tho board- 
Ing of prluonors a source of revenue 
to him in addition to his stipulated sal- 
ary. The court fixed the price of feed- 
ing prisoners nt C'/i cents a day. Bach 
prisoner receives a half ot a loaf of 
bread and all the witter he can drink 
at each meal.

In a few minutes after the storm 


began about 11:45'the Inclined str.en.ts 
of town began to assume the appear- 
ance of muddy rlver-3. This stnge'oC 
water continued ;to rise until In the 
•midst of tho storm the wiiter was 
curb high, and breaking over onto 
tho sidewalks at many pluces. 


Mala street: took on tho appearance 


of. a wide :ind muddy mill rac«, and 
the water' gained a great -headway 
from Hcrpock's store down tho street. 
being diverted at but few places^'one 
Of tho principal ones- being. West 
Plttsburg street where Main street 
was soma\vhut relieved .of its 
over- 


flow. Church Place, from Cotti\ge av- 
enue down, was another e-xiimple of 
the raging torrent, Jhat carried do- 
brls In fornt of it. Water'street and 
the lower section of town received 
the load oE water from the hills and 
mud -was noticeable everywhere 
for 


hours after tho storm.

Council "was relieved, ot the necessity 
of having a street -washing.' test, and 
the streets that will hove to be clean- 
ed will be the very downtown ones. 
It there were the lltless bodies ot any 
cats, rats or dogs In the upper portion 
of town, there were hurried along to 
the downtoivn section, and should .bo 
found there altogether. 


At 11:40 a few minutes of'hnll var- 


ied the steady roitr of the storm, with 
Its- spiteful rattle 'on tin roofs but tho 
hall fcaturo soon passed away, and 
rain and lightning again took their 
position on the centre of the. stage.

'•The Frenchman "Is fed by- unfailing 
springs; and when by summer sun ami 
wind every smaller stream In the mid- 
dle basin ::has, .been licked . dry, the 
Frenchman runs cold and.\awitt be- 
tween Its'russet hills. Rlchard/Dun- 
nlng, b»lng on tho border of the In- 
dian country,'built 
for 
his ranch- 


house n rambling stone fortress. He 
had chosen, It afterward proved, the 
choice spot In the valley, and 
he 


stocked It with cattle when yearlings 
could bo picked up In Medicine. Bend! 
at ten dollars a head. He got together 
a great body of valley land when it 
could be had lor the asking, and be- 
came tbe rich man of the Long Range.
